LONDON, Sept. 11.—The British, 
French and German governments 
have completely agreed on the security 
pact. The coming conference probably 
at Como, Italy, in a few weeks will 
have the task only of working out the 
details and of putting on record the 
decisions arrived at by the foreign 
ministers’ recent conferences. 

This new spirit in Europe is largely 
due to the influence of the British, 
who brought the French to see that 
peace could be restored only by bring- 
ing Germany into the circle of Euro- 
pean powers and treating it as an 
equal. Great Britain also was able to 
impress Germany with the. absolute 
necessity of recognizing the difficulties 
of the French position and realizing 
the French fears, but it was felt that 
the result,of these efforts could not 
be given to the people of France and 
Germany without further preparation. 
Hence, the various delays and ‘Cconfer- 
ences, which, while really useful in 
settling details, were chiefly aimed at 
preparing the public for the agree- 
ment. 

Conference in London. 

Aristide Briand came to London in 
August. He was accompanied by M. 
Fromageot, French foreign office legal 
expert, and after M. Briand and Aus- 
ten Chamberlain had discussed the 
principles privately the experts of both 
sides were called in for consultation. 
M. Fromageot, it is said, convinced 
the British experts they were wrong 
‘on several points; but’ M. Brand 
waved his own expert aside, agreeing 
to consent to the British viewpoint, de- 
spite the legal claims of France.

—Commander John 
Rodgers of the navy seaplane PN-9, 
No 1, tonight issued his first official 
statement of the attempt to span the 
Pacific in a nonstop flight from San 
Francisco to the Hawaiian Islands. 

In an extemporary report, dedicated 
to “ the American people,’ Commander 
Rodgers chronicled the experiences and 
trials gone through by himself and 
crew of four men since the plane took 
off from the waters of San Francisco 
bay, Aug. 31. 

The flight across the broad Pacific; 
a diminishing gasoline supply, accom- 
panied by the knowledge that a forced 
descent must soon be made; ultimate 
drainage of the fuel tanks; coming to 
rest on the ocean, some 1,800 nautical 
miles from their starting point and a 
scant 300 miles from their destination;

HONOLULU, Sept. 11.—(4)—For.the 
benefit of the interested public, I de- 
sire to make at this time a definite 
statement of facts in regard to the 
voyage of the PN-9, No. 1, from San 
Francisco to Nawiliwili. Other state- 
ments heretofore published by the 
press are unauthorized by me. 

The PN-9, No. 1 and No. 3, left San 
Francisco approximately at the same 
time on Aug. 31, No. 3, leading by 
about twenty minutes. The PN-9, No. 3, 
was not sighted by No. 1 after depart- 
ure. Plane PN-9, No. 1, proceeded as 
per instructions, sailing on a straight 
course to Kahului. 


Engines Worked Perfectly. 

The wind out of San Franciscé was 
very light from the northwest, grad- 
ually hauling to the north. The navi- 
gation was done entirely by dead reck- — 
oning, no attention being paid to radio. 
bearings. We flew between 200 and 
400 feet below the clouds during the 
night, the sky being thickly overcast, 
and all destroyers were picked up as 
expected at a distance easily visible 
from the PN-9, while at the same time 
the plane was easily ‘visible from the 
destroyers. 

The engines worked perfectly and 
there were no signs of leaks or any 
other trouble. The wind changed te 
northeast, as expected, about 600 miles 
from San Francisco, but was much. 
lighter than had been hoped for. 

In the morning it became evident 
that the gasoline supply was running 
short and it would be doubtful if we 
could reach Kahului, due to the fact 
that expected favorable winds were not 
encountered. About-noon we decided 
that our gasoline supply Yould carry 
us about midway between the Aroos- 
took and the Tangier, respectively, the 
next to the last and the last station 
ship. I therefore decided to land at 
the Aroostook, which is a fully 
equipped airplane tender. 

“Gas ” Suddenly Gives Out. 

We still had plenty of gasoline to 
land, refuel and take off again for 
Honolulu, This was in accordance 
with the prearranged plans to meet 
the situation with which we were faced 
on approaching the Aroostook. We re- 
ceived radio bearings from her, indi- 
cating that we were south of her and 
that on reaching a point where 1 
th she should be visible and not 
being able to see her, we changed our 
course to approach on these bearings.

Dr. Yarros Reports 
Birth Control Gains 


in Favor in Europe 


Dr. Rachelle S. Yarros, medical di- 
rector of the Illinois Birth Control 
league, on her return to Chicago from 
an investigation of social hygiene and 
birth control clinics in England, 
France and Germany, declared yester- 
day that the situation is “very hope 
ful and most enlightened” in many 
places abroad, notably London. 
At a meeting with Mrs. Benjamin 
Carpenter, vice president of the IIli- 
nois league, and other women inter- 
ested in the league, Dr. Yarros said: 
“Everywhere in England and on 
the continent one finds intelligent peo- 
ple discussing, in a frank, candid and 
amazingly scientific manner, the facts 
of birth control, of sex education, and 
of social disease problems.

“The Anglo-Saxons are instinctively 
not, so frank about these matters as 
the Latins. But once they take them 
up they keep right after th and 
are not persuaded to let the problem 
drop just because it may, for a time, 
be an unpopular cause.” 

In London, Dr. Yarros found, severe 
economic pressure, resulting from post- 
war unemployment, has made birth 
control expedient.
